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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 3-7 now stand in the application, claim 2 having been canceled and its 
limitations incorporated into claims 1 and 5. Reconsideration of the application and allowance 
of all claims are respectfully requested in view of the above amendments and the following 
remarks. 

With the limitations of claim 2 incorporated into the independent claims, only the art and 
rationale applied against claim 2 remain at issue. 

Kaneko fails to disclose that, in case a radio channel becomes affected by a failure in at 
least one direction and the failure-affected radio channel has been disabled in the opposite 
direction, the entire transport of each of the further signal data packets is assigned to 
corresponding single radio channels of the remaining unfailcd radio channels. 

Indeed, the passages of Kaneko cited by the Examiner merely state that a regular 
channel and a spare channel are provided, the spare channel becoming operative when the 
regular channel is failed. In other words, according to Kaneko, when the regular channel is 
failed, all the traffic which should be transported by the failed regular channel is instead 
switched to the spare channel. 

In contrast to this, according to the present invention, when a radio channel is failed, all 
the traffic which should be transported by the failed radio channel (i.e. the "further single data 
packets") is shared among the other operative radio channels. 
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The claims in their present form now conform to those granted in the corresponding 
European application, This subject matter, previously recited in claim 2 and now in claim 1 , is 
neither shown nor suggested in the prior art. 

In view of the above, reconsideration and allowance of this application are now believed 
to be in order, and such actions are hereby solicited. If any points remain in issue which the 
Examiner feels may be best resolved through a personal or telephone interview, the Examiner is 
kindly requested to contact the undersigned at the telephone number listed below.
